SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This publication is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The comic contains storylines with some illustrations of sex and nudity, sexual acts 
which are degrading, violence and sexual violence. These illustrations do not 
overwhelm the whole content of the comic, being infrequent and contained within the 
context of other material. The strength of the depictions lies in the fantastic manner of 
the imagery and the underlying sardonic wit of the comic messages which makes their 
interpretation complex. For these reasons, the material dealing with matters of sex, 
horror and violence is attributed significant weighting under the relevant criteria of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

These issues have been considered and balanced with section 14 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. Due to the explicitness of the sexualised imagery, degrading 
sexual conduct and violence, all of which is intended to be entertaining, restriction to an 
audience of 18 years and over under the FVPC Act is considered to be a reasonable 
limit prescribed by law to avoid the availability of the publication being likely to be 
injurious to the public good. 
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
